Elementary) staff in 1954 to teach English. The 
newspaper — the Echo — lacked a sponsor. Mrs. 
Parker-Norton readily consented to accept this res- 
ponsibility in the fall of 1955. Her art class and 
typing classes undertook to illustrate and type the 
stencils. Other members of the committee proceed- 
ed to print the paper on a primitive and tempermen- 
tal hand-operated duplicator. No one ever knew if 
a page would be legible or not until the first copy 
was off the “press”. 


The committee was anxious to have a year book. 
By an energetic campaign of selling advertising 
the Echo people were able to have a few pages of 
pictures produced. The printed pages, paste-ups 
and assembly had to be done by the committee. 
The result was the little booklet “The Pictorial” 
that in a humble way launched the present year 
book series. Selling advertising to loyal supporters 
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from various businesses made possible another 
small booklet in 1956 — “The Annual”. 


Shortly after moving to the new High School (now 
Britannia) is was decided to publish the school 
paper separately under the title “Highlights” with 
Miss Elsie Morin as Editor. The yearbook would 
become the “Echo”. Advertising sales and sales 
of the yearbook enabled a commercial printing job, 
providing Mrs. Parker-Norton and the Echo com- 
mittee worked late into many nights. At that time 
they had the use of a little printing shop on Whyte 
Avenue. One night in order to cheer up the de- 
flated staff Mrs. Parker-Norton wrote a parody on 
“Richard Lory”. 


“So on we worked and waited for the copy 

And went without sleep and blessed the Echo 

| and the Annual — and wished we were dead, 
f But went home and took aspirin instead.” 


Even when more sophisticated printers were in- 
volved, the students and sponsor were responsible 
for paste-ups and assembly. Just at that time the 
rrove to the Composite was about to take place. 
Sponsor and Committee felt they had saved enough 
rroney to get a complete commercial job and a 
hard covered book. 


Mrs. Parker-Norton did not only teach English and 
Literature, as some of you may think, she also 
taught Typing, Shorthand, Business Machines, 
and Accounting. As head of the Business Education 
Department in 1954 she established the B.E. Dept. 
in the Composite. She then turned her attention 
to Art, Math, and English. 


She has also taught Drama, and during February 
of 1967, Mrs. Parker-Norton wrote the script of the 
play that they were putting on for their centennial 
celebrations. She was also in charge of the stage 
setting and her art class painted the flats for the 
interior of an actual country school. 


She also put in a helping hand with the beginning 
of graduation exercises and has continued to spon- 
sor them for many years.

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Excerpts from the Class History, as 
presented on Saturday, May 15, 1971, 
by Jay Kirkland, Class Historian, 1971: 


Miss Toastmistress, Mr. Meyer, Honoured 
Guests, Parents, and Fellow Grads of 1971: 


This is it. This is the time when finally we 
cast off the shrouds of infancy, the air of immatur- 
ity, the awkwardness of adolescence that has sur- 
rounded us previously. Now, we are adults: we 
are expected to venture into the adult world and 
to act maturely, to be responsible for our actions, 
literally to begin new lives, 
We began preparing for this day nearly an 
years ago when we, as small, lost, confused Frosh 
sucked in deep breaths, stuck out our chests, 
stepped through the front doors of Jasper Place 
Composite High School, and got lost. It was a big 
school then, the biggest we'd ever seen; enrollment 
was 1800... over a third Frosh. ; 


And in the first two weeks, if the halls didn't 
get you, the Seniors did. There was a pie eating 
contest — ever try to eat a pie at fifty yards? — and 
an obstacle race. (It had once been an Army train- 
ing course. They threw it out as being inhuman.) 
We finished Frosh Week with a minimum of casual- 
ties . . . except for a fat kid who got a water-melon 
shoved up his nose. 


Kangaroo Court was a barrel of laughs, too, 
providing you’re the type who likes to jump off the 
stage until the egg in your mouth breaks. 


Not only was it a new school for us, it was 4 
new kind of school. We were the first school in 


Edmonton, indeed, the first in this part of Canada 
to have both the semester system and open campus. 
The semester system meant having two school 
years instead of one and instead of eight thirty- 
five minute periods, we now had four eighty min- 
ute periods to work ... or whatever. Open campus 
and some of J.P.’s other activities came under 
attack from various people . . . and J.P.’s still 
being knocked by some of them. 


The cafeteria was quite a shock to us new 
Frosh. They used to serve two kinds of sandwiches, 
green ones and brown ones. Most of us took the 
brown ones. We figured the green ones were 
either very new cheese or very old meat. The cafe- 
teria had an interesting way of serving coffee, too. 
No cups. They just broke off a chunk... 


A lot of things happened in the first year: The 
Drama Club put on what was to prove to be the 
most highly technical yearplay to come out of J.P. 
— “Can-Can”. It was seen by over three thousand 
people. 

Then Mr. Sawchuk, our principal, was promoted 
and, in a massive assembly in the arena, we said 
good-bye. 


We had two assemblies in the arena that year. 
The other one was when Mr. Canada — Bobby 
Gimby — visited us. He gave us a concert and we 
gave him the biggest birthday party he ever saw. 


The school was getting a little crowded by 
now, some thirty-five to forty students to a class, 
and that vear, the corner stone to the tower was 
laid. The tower was supposed to be finished a 
year later. It was another year late. What do you 
expect for a lousey two million bucks? 


1968 - 69 were good years for football with J.P. 
winning both Junior and Senior City Championships. 


Exams came and passed, our summer holiday 
came and passed, and we found ourselves, as 
wisened Sophmores, back for another year. 


Mr. Meyer was our principal and it was largely 
due to his efforts that smoking was allowed to be 
continued here. 


Assemblies took on a new look at J.P. in 1969 
as the Patmacs performed to a_ sit-on-the-floor 
audience. We celebrated Shakespeare’s birthday 
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with a special J.P. holiday and were treated to a 
showing of Romeo and Juliette. Unfortunately, the 
yearplays, Grovy Guru and Stardust were cancelled. 


Another major upset came in the Student's 
Council elections when Doug Payne was President 
over the sauve, witty, charming, and modest High- 
lights editor who ran against him. (Editors note: 
One suave, witty, charming, and modest Jay Kirk- 
land was the Highlights editor.) 


The J.P.C.H.S. Basketball Team made the City 
Champs that year, as did the Juniors . . . and the 
Wrestling Team ... the Swim Team . . . Boys’ 
Junior Volleyball . . . Girls’ Volleyball’. . . and the 
Senior Boys Volleyball made Provincial Champs. 


In September, 1970, J.P. opened as the largest 
school west of Toronto with an enrollment of 2500 
students. And that same year, we attained the 
status, the prestige of being Seniors. The Frosh 
Dance, with the Gainsborough Gallery, set a record 
of over 2000 students attending. 


The tower finally opened and immediately one 
hundred and twenty people got into the elevator — 
and stayed there. 


There we were studying for Departmentals, 
the first time we really worked in twelve years... 
and what happens? ... the caretakers go on strike. 
But after two weeks, we’re back in classes, working, 
studying, trying to ‘figure out ways of getting out 
of them again. 


The Departmentals finally did come and a few 
hundred students had small nervous breakdowns. 
Somehow, miraculously, we came through them... 


. .. Before | make my closing remarks, I'd just 
like to say that | got word from the Magic Forest 
that the Handsome Prince is all right. It seems he 
was at a nudist convention and spilled hot coffee 
on his lap. 


Seriously, in closing, |'d like to say that in the 
past little while, I’ve learned a lot about life... 
and death. Life is precious, Life is priceless. It's 
only what we make it. Cling to it. Fight for it. We 
have a world waiting for us. Let’s go outside and 
make it a world of happiness, peace, love, and 
understanding. We can do it. We've got to do it! 
Our parents are getting tired of trying to do it by 
themselves.

As well as a place to grow, we need to manufacture in ourselves the ability and will to con- 
tinue. Our teachers, the warming rays of the sun, have drawn together their wisdom and the 
lessons of our parents to produce a stimulant that gave us this will. The musician can teach 
us of the music that surrounds us but can not give us his ear to capture its sound and the 
astronomer can tell us of the vastness of space but cannot teach us to feel its depth. Like 
them, our teachers can not give us of their wisdom but only guide us to a wisdom of our own. 
In the past twelve years we have experienced their lovingness and their faithfulness — a bright- 
ose has illuminated our lives and guided us from the dark. To them we owe our humble 
thanks.
